I ,11 least five vean, he makes an- 
i filler application to the court to be 
adiikttcil to citizenship. This is 
known as the f'-’litioH for ualural- 
izalum. and in popular l.ingiagc is 
called taking out the "second pa¬ 
pers.” The application blank is ob¬ 
tained from the court. It Ls signed 
by the (Ktitioner and mu.st be siib- 
mitfed to the court. At the same 
time the applicant must also submit 
an affidavit of two witnesses, who 
mu.st Ik citizens of the Uniteil 
States, certifying to the truth of the 
statements in the (Ktition of 
naturalization. 

This a|iplication and the affida¬ 
vits of the witnesses are kc|it by 
the conn for ninety days, at tlie 
eiu! of which time the court e;v 
amines the applicant and is.sues the 
full citizenship papers. 

■flic judge cannot issue citizen- 
sliifi |a|Kys to any one who docs 
not s|K^ the Engiish language. 

Onc_ iloes not need to live five 
years in tlK same stale to iKCixne 
a citizen, hut he must have lived at 
least vine year in the state where he 
has afiplird for citizen.ship. In 
such a ca.se he'must get affidavits 
from witnesses of the other states 
in which lie has lived. 

V. Cost. 

To taltc cut the first papers cc=tl 
$1. To a|>plr for the second |ib- 
|Krs costs $2. To get the fiiul 
lajKrs, that is, the certificate of 
citizenship, costs $2. 

Ill making the application for 
thi second fajKrs one must deposit 
some money to pav iIk c.\penaes 
of the witnesses; aUxit fifty cents 
apiece. If the witnesses do tiol ask 
for the monev the applicant receives 
the witness nxxKy back at the time 
when he gets hi* full papers.

David S. Rose WAS mayor of Milwaukee when thii law passed. 

A Foxy Hypocrite 

When David S. Rnse was clectcti tiuynr the citv had no authority 
to Imilil viailiicts over railroad track', but the city did luvc authority 
to eompel the railroads to Ixiild them. 

Ill lanuaiy, tSisi. David S. Rose vetoed a resolution a.sking the 
Icgi.slatiirc for anthoritv to compel the railroads to build a viaduct 
over their tracks on Kinnickin’iic avenue on the ground that “the- 
result de.sircd can lie accomidishcil hv the elevation of the tracks. ... 
without .subjecting the citv to any liability for damages!" 

I'liis was a v ery iransiurciit scheme to stave off action until a new 
law could lie nished through the legislature in the interest of the rail¬ 
roads. Rose, a< a lavycr. eertaiiily knew tliat the city had authority 
10 eompel the railroads lo Imild viaducts, bridges, tunnels, or other 
riMivciiienrcs at public railroad crossings. All thoe flowers were grant¬ 
ed under the same .section of the charier, and if the city was liable for 
damages in one instance, then it was liable for damages in any in¬ 
stance. ((Tarter—(Thap.
